‘Asked if she would 
return to Soccer House 
when she come back to 
Australia, she said, “Def- 
initely NOT, if the in- 
iquitous yellow form is 
still in existence. It is 
grossly unfair and should 
be abolished forthwith.” 

Asked what she likes 
about soccer, she said 
that she enjoyed meeting 
people from countries 
and places she had visit- 
ed. The problems she had 
making herself under- 
stood in these places 
have made her very toler- 
ant of people in soccer 
here who struggle with 
English. 

‘A great lady, who has 
done much for the game 
in Victoria, she will be 
remembered with affec-
